As the Welsh Foslilers will probtbly relleve 
the King'sown In Hongkong the following from 
the Weekly Dispatch will be of tnterest. . 
* Io all the gloomy bistary of the Cilmean war 
there are no more thrilling eplsodes’ than those 
which drenched the Alma slopes with blood an 
that bright doony morning of Seplember, 1854. 

Charging through the vineyards, four British 
regiments gathered at'the foot of the slopes to 
the Great Redoubt/awattiag the final order from

Just then young Anstrothér, quite a boy, ran 
forward beyond the ranks, He was the first to 
reach the Great Redoubt, striking the butt end 
of the flagstaff inta the parapet.
